The Chinese opera performances 
of “The Jade Bracelet” and“The 
Crossroads”， Scheduled for last 
Saturday evening at the Chinese 
Culture Center，was cancelljed，but 
not because of disagreement among 
board directors on cultdfral contact 
with Taipei versus Peking，said 
Shirley Sun，executive director of.

9he was referring to an article ip 
the “9an Francisco Examiner”June 
18 whicb reported that directors of 
the Chinese Culture Foundation are 
split in two factions 一 one wanting 
cultural contact with Iaiwan only 
and the other favoring exchange 
with all of China，including main- 
land China.

Wang is a member of the Los 
Angeles opera grotp that was in- 
vited by the Culture Center to Per- 
form June 22.

Having checked with the Consul- 
ate，Postmaster Lim 卫 ， Lee presi- 
dent of the Chinese Culture Foun- 
dation，said Consul General 了 .S， 
Lee denied he or anyone on his sta 任 
had talked to Wang. 
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CANCELLATION OF OPERA PERFORMANCE9 


To the disappointment of many opera fans in the com- 
munity, the Chinese Culture Center cancelled the staging of 
“he Jade Bracelet”and “The Crossroads” just before the 
scheduled performances. The reason given was that Kather- 
ine Wang, the star actress, feared “political Problems.… 9he 
mentioned that she had sought advice of the Republic of 
China Consulate in San Francisco,，a statement later denied 
by Consul General Y. 9. Lee. 

The Chinese Culture Center is supported by a cross-sec- 
tion of community businesses and individuals to serve the 
entire community. Its stand of non-affilliation to any for- 
eign government is just and proper. Regardless of the heavy 
and unreasonable pressure to implicate the Center in the 
Nationalist-Communist conflict of China, 过 should not be 
involved. 

Unfortunately，many in the_ community consider the 
Center as a symbol of loyalty to China. They st 刘 hope to 
“win the Center over one day and to hoist their Chinese 
fag on top to signal their “victory， not knowing that many 
Chinese-Americans have grown in political awareness. 
Most Chinese-Americans long to promote Chinese culjture， 
but try to stay away from the politics of China. TIhey are 
dedicated to the communities in which they live. In addi- 
tion，they resent zealots from the other side of the ocean 
who create problems in their midst. 

The Consul General has denied any involvement in this 
case. On the other hand, Miss Wang's apprehensions seem 
genuine， Thus，may we suggest that the Consul General 
Write a reassuring letter to Miss Wang， and the Center re- 
schedule her performances for a date in the near future:

_ASIANS EXPERIENCE JOB DISCRIMINATION 


Asian Americans experience 
substantial job discrimination 这 
many major industries in the San 
Francisco Bay Area, according to 
preliminary results of a study 
sponsored bythe U.S. Equal Em- 
ployment Opportunity Commis- 
Sion 

The study, conducted by Asian， 
Inc.，covers 40 inpdustries which 
account for 80 -per cent of the 
total employment in the areaL. 

In the 40 industries, Asians are 
heavily employed as service 
workers in restaurants, hospitals， 
and_ hotels. They also heavily 
service the banks, insurance com- 
panies, and small grocery stores. 

Asians are underemployed ip 
most of the industries investi- 
gated，however. Based on their 
population, they reflect only one- 
third of their representative 
share of the work force in the 
electronics,，printing and publish- 
ing，automobile manufacturing 
and_ trucking industries，These

industries employ very few 
Asians as craftsmen and opera- 
tives. 


Likewise，there are few Asian 
craftsmen and operatives in the 
fabricated metal products，chem- 
ical products，steel works，and 
the _ electric，gas and sanitary 
ServVices industries， Asians are 
also Under-employed in the con- 
struction and wholesale trade in- 
dustries and in the petroleum re- 
fining，paper products，and rail- 
road transportation industries. 

In the deep sea foreign trans- 
portation industry，where they 
are heavily employed，very few 
Asians work as longshoremen 
and stevedores in cargohandling. 

The study is part of the Com- 
missiom s continuing eftort to 
seek more effective methods to 
determine and analyze therextent 
of discrimination against minori- 
ties and women in -various Sec- 
tions ofthe country.

During the night ofthe wake and 
in the next afternoon of the serv- 
ice, [saw men dressed in baggy 
pants as well as some in skin- 
tight pants; men Who came in 
dark suits with black ties and 
white shirts as well as those in 
plaid pants and turtlenecks; peo- 
ple who could only walk with the 
help of a cane as well as teen- 
agers who walked briskly in their 


- knee-high white socks; s0me 
Women in、formal Chinese or 


western dress and others in pant- 
Suits or iminiskirts; men with 
crewW cuts as Well as teenagers 
with hair falling to their shoul]- 
ders, etc， 

No words were spoken during 
the wake，but there Were over 
half a dozen eight-foot-long fune- 
ral couplets (就 了 随 ) Written 
and hanging in eulogy of P，C. 
Lee. The one that most appealed 
to me was very Simple and terse.

During funeral services at the 
Buddhist Universal Church on 
Washington Street, the Doctor of 
Dharma gave the following biog- 
graphical sketch of P. C. Lee: 

He was born on March 10， 
1898，and passed away on May 
12，1974. He graduated from the 
Canton Teacher's College before 
coming to the United States ip 
1916. He matriculated at the Uni- 
versity of California，Berkeley， 
and then at Columbia University， 
New York. 

In 1931 he married the former 
Miss Annie Quan，the daughter 
of the famous physician Dr. Sow

Nam Quan (天 玉 南 )，That 
same year he:started to teach in a 
San Francisco Chinatown jlan- 
guage school. He was the founder 
and manager of the Chinese 
Cemetery Association . 

The next morning following the 
funeral supper，a parade of cars 
left Chinatown for the Green 
Lawn cemetery im Colma. PC. 
Lee's place of interment was 
lined with rows and rows of 
fower wreaths that stretched 
some 30 feet. A_ gentle wind was 
blowing on this sunny day and 
the many petals in their rainbow 
colors，some resting and others 
moving across the green lawn， 
presented .a beautiful picture of 
auturmn. 

Two thoughts entered my mind 
then: One，the thoughts of the 
senders were kind, but P. C. Lee，

ON FIRECRACKER BAN 


Americans can enjoy the patri- 
oOtic and deafening booin of 有 re- 
crackers this 4th of July, after the 
U.S.，Consumer Product Safety 
Commission voted 5-0 to_ grant 
Chinese and 避 .S. fireworks firms 
a public hearing :on'itheir objec- 
tions- to a proposed firecracker 
ban， 


Eireworks manufacturers and 
traders _ from Taiwan,， Macao， 
Hong Kong and Oklahoma had 
complained that the- proposed 
federal crackdown mirht sticK 
them with $50 million worth of 
newly-banned hazardous sub- 
Stances . 


They argued in a petition that 
the hazard of at least some small 
firecrackers could be reduced to 
”acceptable levels,，” and that 
certain other legal requirements 
ofthe law hadnot been met in the 
commission's proposed actions. 


The commission estimated that 
6,600 persons were treated 让 
hospital emergency rooms for 
fireworks-related injuries last 
year. It concluded that while new 
performance standards could 
make most fireworks safer, there 
appeared to beno wayto improve 
firecrackers short of a ban，

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Chinatown Pharmacies Price Prescriptions Low 


By RICHARD SPRINGER 


Chinatown pharmacies are vety 
competitive in their prescription fill- 
ing, 让 one believes a study conduct- 
ed recently by San Francisco Con- 
Sumer Action. That non-profit or- 
ganization sent its volunteers out to 
Visit all the pharmacies listed in the 
yellow pages of the San Francisco 
phone book in January and Febru- 
ary-. 

They recorded“from the posted 
Price list, each pharmacy's prices for 
the ten-most-often-prescribed drugs 
in their most common dosage,” ac- 
cording to the study. Services, hours 
and the pharmacy's reaction to the 
SUrVey were also charted 

Consumer Action -says 让 found 
some of the pharmacists friendly 
and cooperative and others became 
“openly hostile and even threatened 
physical force to prevent us from re- 
cording their Prices.” The study 
found that 32 out of 178 pharmacies 
SUrveyed had not posted their prices 


and S1 stores“had posted them in- 


Correctly (not clearly visible，not 
Teadable，etc.).2 


SHOP AROUND 

The study pointed out that there 
is a tremendous differerice in pre- 
Scription drug prices and the con- 
Sumer would be smatrt to shop 
around. ”Advertising Prescription 
drugs is still illegal, so it is impos- 
Sible for shoppers to find drug 
Prices. However，as of January 1， 
thanks to Assembly Bil 684， spon- 
.Sored by Bob Moretti，all pharma- 
cies must post the prices for the 100 
most-often-prescribed drugs and in- 
dicate whether or hot eight standard 
Services are provided . 

The services are: personal medi- 
cation record，professional consul- 
tationm with Patient -and doctor， 
emergency prescription service，

compound prescription Service， 
health service information，charge 
account service，Pprescription deliv- 


ery，Medi-Cal prescription service 


and additional hours. 

By law pharmacies are also re- 
quired to quote the price of a drug 
to a person regardless of whether or 
not he or she has a _ prescription for 
that drug. 


PATTERNS 

The study warns that price infor- 
mation is subject to change and that 
the report is reliable if one should 
consider the“pricing patterns of a 
given drug kather) than the exact 
price.” 

The ， North Beach-Chinatown- 
Polk Gulch was one of 11 areas suUr- 
veyed in San Francisco, and this dis- 
trict had the lowest average prices in 
five of the ten drugs _ charted . 

HI one were Shopping for a low- 
priced prescription for the bainkiller 
darvon (2S pills); the painkiller em- 
pirin compound and codeine No.3 
Cs pills); the tranquilizers librium 
Cs pills) and valium (Cs pills); and 
the antibiotic V-cillin-k (0 pills); 
the study shows that North Beach- 
Chinatown would be.a good place to 
buy. 

A closer look at prescription 
Prices reported to Consumer Action 


by pharrmacists reveals that when:- 


Chinatown is considered apart from 
North Beach and Polk Gulch, prices 
are even lower. On all of the ten 
drugs sutveyed，Chinatowa Prices 
are lower than any bther area of the 
City.

Although Chinatown pharmacies 
fared well in Pricing and in services 
provided，there were several stores 


that posted their prices after the . 


deadline set by State law. 

The Chinatown pharmacies 
SUTVeyed were: Cathay，China Phar- 
macy，Clay- Grant，Clay - 久 earny， 
Jackson-Powell，Lim Center，Man- 
darin，Ping Yuen Drug Store，Re- 
public，safety and Walgreen. 

One Chinatown pharmacist ex- 
plained -that Chinatown has many 
more pharmacies in a Small area 
and therefore is more_ competitive 
than other areas of the City. The 
pharmacies in the black districts 
have problems with crime and in- 
Surance and price their services 
higher，he said. He estimated that 
about only 40 percent of scripts 
filled in Chinatown are covered by 
Medi-Calor insurance，whereas the 
percentage could be as high as 90 
percent in some black areas. 


DOSAGES 

The pharmacist also criticized 
some of the dosages of the drugs in 
the survey.“Who fills a prescription 
for 23 pills?”he said. The inference 
was that a pharmacist could put 
down just about any figures for 
some dosages and know that he 
wotld almost never have to fl that 
specific order. 

Other reasons cited by the phar- 
macist for the low TDrices listed by 
Chinatown pharmacies wete: the 
hecessity of utilizing space .in the 
Chinatown area,，an occasional cut- 
throat atmosphere and the amount 
of individual consultation necessary 
for non-English-speaking custo- 
mers， 

The difference between Western 
and Eastern medicines is not mitch 
of a factor in Prescription Pricing. 
The pharmacist admitted that there 
Were several herbal remedies that 
worked better than Western medi- 
cines, and he cited Tigerbalm as one 
example. He criticized the practice 
of some herbajlists who mix Western 


and Eastern medicines and the un-- 


reliability of the labeling of certain 
herbal remedies.“If they are her- 
balists, they should stay herbalists，” 
he said . 
PERSONALIZED 

Finally，the pharmacist said he 
felt that the pharmacists who suc- 
ceed must depend on a steady clien- 
tele who trust them and who receive 


some personalized service. JJe said- ， 


he received satisfaction in knowing 
and helping a steady clientele rather 
than plugging away for a big volume 
of prescriptions. “You don't get

Jon Wu，a health worker， 
asked Lurie, “Who is to say that 
Asians (staff) can not serVe 
whites?2'”Difuntorum: added， 
“What we need is a delivery sySs- 
tem adequately to address the 
needs of the community，not to

Mike Lee, an attorney and one 
of the five Asians serving on the 
District V Mental Health Citizen 
Advisory Board, told the commit- 
tee, “We are not talking about 
excluding anybody, but 让 you are 
here to serve Asians，you need 
people that are well-rounded . . . 
Asians apparently have the spe- 
cial qualifications to address spe- 


.cial Asian needs.” Lee said that 


there weire “a whole bunch .of 
interrelated needs“” of which the 
District V Mental Health Center 
is onjy beginning“'to scratch tte 
Surface.” 

At that point，a member of the 
ad hoc comittee，Marguerite 
Warren，questioned the need of 
bilingual personnel to be hired 
for the benefit of non-English- 
speaking patients. She asked 
whether or not Asian immigrants 
should be prepared to face the 
consequences of coming to Amer- 
ica without knowing the English 
language first， 

This remark drew a _ storm of 
temperamental protests and 
strongly-worded retorts from 
Asian speakers，Lee said that 
minorities should be spared the 
embarrassment of being remind- 
ed of the white English-speaking 
dominance. .He said“those who 
don' fit into the mold” should 
not be blamed for their problems. 

Hasegawa said， “We should 
not lose ourselves in some ethno- 
centrism or American chauvin- 
ism.” Katherine Reyes，another 
resident present，said that this 
was a pluralistic society- “We 
shouldnot feel apologetic for not 
speaking:English,' she said.

INPUT 

The Asian Caucus requested 
that the ad hoc committee insure 
continuous input from the Asian 
community by meeting regularly 
with four Caucus representatives 
in the future. Lurie was noncom- 
mittal toward that request，Say- 
ing that he'dq rather hear from 
others in the Asian community 
not present at the meeting that 
night. s 

White，when reached after the 
meeting，said， “We WwWelcome 
their (the four Caucus represen- 
tatives) participation . . . but they 
have no voting power in the com- 
mittee. We have a responsibility 
to the entire range of the popula- 
tion.” 

White said that the ad hoc com- 
mittee would continue “to plug 
into the community voice the best 
we can.” He said the imnmediate 
task of the committee was “to 
translate the kind of concern into 
specific personnel and services.”
